- attention and tears, aod at Linlcs evoked riiiping; applause. The General's 
own message was undoubtedly Divinely directed, and in the prayer 
L meeting; sixty souls surrendered. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Booth was conducting a Congress at Chrisliania, 
Norway, assisted by Commissioner Wharmore, Colonel Sukh Singh, 
Brigadier Laiigdon. ami half iho Scandinavian party. Three stirring 
meetings were held on ihe Sunday in the CalTiicycrgatcns Mission Hall. 
Mrs, Booth's forcciiil addresses were used by God to inspire Salvationists
